FRENCH DUTY ON PORK PRODUCTS. 

The French Chamber of Deputies having 
passed the bill increasing the customs duty on 
hogs and hog products by a vote of 418 to 
97, little hope is now entertained that France 
will grant the concessions upon which a re- 
ciprocity agreement with that country de- 
pends. The advance in rates was sustained 
by a statement that in three years the imports 
of hog products into France exceeded the ex- 
ports by 95,000,000 francs, and that prices 
had suffered in consequence, This argument, 
from the farmers’ and dealers’ point of view, 
perhaps, is conclusive, but pork is already one 
of the most expensive of French meats, and 
if foreign pork is shut out prices will rise still 
higher, as no material advance in the number 
of hogs raised can take place. That so large 
an excess of imports over exports exists clear- 
ly indicates that the French eat more pork 
than they can raise, and to whatever extent 
the farmers or packers may make a profit by 
reason of this ‘further restriction on the 
American meat trade, it will inevitably be 
taken from the pockets of the consumers— 
the people who are entitled to the benefits 
that would accrue from a reduction instead 
of increase on the duties in existence previous 
to the bill’s passage. The people are not 
more benefited by the change in duties than 
would be a man who exchanged his silver 
for equivalent value in gold, but, on the other 
hand, are forced to lose, not only the benefit 
of reasonable prices for pork and pork prod- 
ucts, but the benefits of a reciprocity agree- 
ment favorable to the exportation of French 
manufactured goods into this country. It 
should be understood that there is but a lim- 
ited field for our manufactured products in 
France, which should afford an excellent mar- 
ket for our breadstuffs and provisions, while, 
on the other hand, the United States is one 
of the best markets in the world for the man- 
ufactured goods and wines of France. So 
strong has the agricultural element in the pol- 
itics of that country become, unlike the same 
element in Hngland, where the agricultural 
classes are thrown into politica] insignificance 
by the trading and manufacturing classes, 
that the very articles most to our interest to 
get into France they have been successful in 
keeping out by imposing high duties in a pre- 
tended regard for public health, the result of 
which has been to reduce the quantity of 
lard exported by us to France this year, com- 
pared with the same period of last year, by 
over 11,000,000 pounds, or nearly 35 per cent. 
of that exported in 1896. The decrease in 
other hog product exports has been about as 
follows:

In responding to the demands of the agri- 
cultural classes the French government has 
been placed in an attitude commercially un- 
friendly to the United States by increasing 
the difficulties of our exportation of meat 
products to France, and at this time there 
seems to be little or no room for the negotia- 
tion of a reciprocity treaty, one of the condi- 
tions of which would necessarily be that 
France should make concessions on the duties 
in existence last summer, not as now or may 
be in the future in force, in order to secure 
from us concessions on wines, brandies, ar- 
gols, silks, works of art, etc.. and it is very 
doubtful whether the French government is 
ready to make such concessions in view of 
the stand taken by the agriculturists. In the 
debate upon the bill M. Charles Groet, repub- 
lican, representing the Second District of 
Bordeaux, opposed the measure, saying that 
he did not think it would fulfill the expecta- 
tion of the agriculturists, and would cost the 
consumers 60,000,000 francs annually. M. 
Jean Jaures, one of the leaders of the Work-

men’s party, representing the Second District 
of Albi, expressed the opinion that the bill 
would only help the manufacturers of pork 
products, and that it would be imprudent to 
jeopardize the negotiations with the United 
States on the subjects of wools and silks by 
making illusory changes in the customs du- 
ties. It is reported that the duty on hogs 
was fixed at 12 francs, sucking pigs 3 frances, 
and on hog products 50 francs, and lard 35 
frances. Cable advices on the subject of lard 
place a sort of discretionary duty on this 
product, varying from 25 francs, as a mini- 
mum, to 40 francs, as a maximum, the for- 
mer duty applying to favored countries; the 
latter to less favored ones. 


We trust there is not too intimate a con- 
nection between the increase by France 
of the duties on hog products and the 
negotiations that have been proceeding favor- 
ably between Mr. Kasson and the French 
Ambassador for reciprocity under Sec. III. 
of the present tariff law. Unfortunately, con- 
tinues the Journal of Commerce and Com- 
mercial Bulletin, there have been cases where 
duties were marked up just prior to the open- 
ing of reciprocity negotiations with us in or- 
der to make an apparent but not a real con- 
cession by generously throwing off this rate 
which was added merely to be thrown off. It 
we are to make concessions to France on her 
wines, brandies, argols, and works of art. 
France must make concessions to us from 
what her tariff was when our tariff went into 
effect. Of course we have no means of. com- 
pelling this except the collection of the rates of 
duty indicated in the bill. If France is simply 
going to throw off the duties now to be added, 
we suggest that negotiations for reciprocity 
be suspended. We are not in favor of retalia- 
tion, but-the country cannot afford to be hum- 
bugged.

LEGALITY OF THE BOYCOTT. 


The decision rendered by the United States 
Court of Appeals in the case of the Oxley 
Stave Co., of Kansas City, vs. its employés, 
to which reference was made in a recent is- 
sue, is of special interest and importance as an 
indication that the courts, apparently at least, 
are disposed to consider the rights of capital 
and labor with greater impartiality than has 
seemed to govern heretofore. Various opin- 
ions have found expression since the court 
rendered the decision declaring the boycott 
as used by labor organizations to be illegal, 
and coming, as it did, when an award of $22,- 
000 damages to an ex-employé of a railroad 
who had been blacklisted by the company was 
a frequent topic of discussion in labor circles, 
its probable effect upon the boycott which has 
been declared by the Trades Council against 
the Armour Packing Co. and its products has 
awakened some discussion. Some say that in 
spite of the undesirable features of the boy- 
cott and the injustice it often works, there is 
grave doubt whether any court can prevent it. 
It is stated that the decision against an or- 
ganized boycott necessarily extends to the in- 
dividual and that if it is illegal for a dozen 
men to refuse to buy a certain article it is 
certainly illegal for one man to exercise that 
privilege. It is generally accepted that a com- 
bination has no rights that the individual has 
not, and vice versa. If an individual can de- 
termine for himself that he will not patronize 
a particular firm or purchase a particular 
brand of goods, any number of individuals 
can determine their own course in the same 
way; and the objection to the court decision, 
if there is any, must be that it is not directed 
solely against an obnoxious use of the boy- 
cott, i. e., its application in the way that 
menaces public peace of welfare, but is so 
sweeping that it denies, by the plainest impli- 
cation, the right of the individual to exercise 
personal liberty in disposing of his patronage. 
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Such concerns as the Armour Packing Co., 
having a plenty of that which “makes the 
mare go,” are bound to retaliate where they 
feel their rights are being encroached upon, 
and rumor has it that this rich and influential 
packing company are figuring upon establish- 
ing numerous retail meat markets in those 
localities where the boycott exists and selling 
their product at such a price as to practically 
bankrupt the home dealers who are not hand- 
ling Armour’s goods. The local butchers have 
been assured that the members of the trade 
unions generally would continue to patronize 
them at the customary prices for meat, even 
though the Armour Packing Co. saw fit to 
give its meat to those who would consume it. 
The situation confronting the local butchers 
seems to resolve itself into the question of 
catering to the wishes of the members of the 
various unions, or yielding to the Armour 
Packing Co,

has been made. No man can tell, however, 
until settling day has come and gone whether 
the “Old Man” has “called” the bluff of the 
boomers hard enough to make them lay down 
their hand.

LARGER RECEIPTS OF HOGS—THE 
PRODUCTS VERY WELL  SUS- 
TAINED—ENORMOUS CASH DE- 
MANDS—-SPECULATION IM- 
PROVED. 

It was proven this week that larger sup- 
plies of hogs would not have so much influ- 
ence upon weakening the strong temper over 
prices of the products as had been expected 
by many of the operators. There was a slight 
shaking up of prices at first on the increased 
arrivals of hogs and moderate declines came 
about, with Tuesday of this week showing 
the first really large deliveries of hogs in sev- 
eral days; then the succeeding day there was 
a slightly unsettled and nervous look to the 
prices, with further small concessions, but 
before the close of that day there was renew- 
ed confidence over speculative buying and 4 
good deal of firmness at an advance. The 
enormous cash demands for méats and lard, 
largely on export account, work in part 
against allowing the product to drift lower 
whatever the disposition may be to get in the 
hogs as cheap as possible. But if the sup- 
plies of hogs are to run along for several 
days of the liberal volume that has been not- 
ed, it is quite probable that there will be 
some reaction in the prices of the products, 
although they are considered cheap at pres- 
ent under the well recognized liberal wants 
of Europe, and the fact that there promises 
to be a steady, full movement right along to 
the other side, and whatever the extent of 
productions that there is no indication that 
stocks on this side wil! become at all burden- 
some, and .that when the packers are less ex- 
ercised over taking in the hogs that the ouit- 
siders will feel more confident over dealings 
in the products to assisting any stronger 
movement upward of prices, and which has 
a good sentiment back of it in the present 
and prospective unusually large business with 
exporters, On any slight reaction in prices 
just now there is brought in buying orders 
more freely at once in a speculative way, but 
the property is not clung to for more than 
smal! profits, and there is the lack of con- 
fidence that permanent strength can be had 
at once, However, the short interest is very 
small, and whatever the feeling is against a 
material upward turn to prices in the near 
future, the dealers appear quite uniformly 





expressing the opinion that more than tempo- 
rarily small reactions to easier prices are not 
among the probabilities, ‘The larger supplies 
of hogs this week have been the result of bet- 
ter roads West for their marketing, and as 
well from the fact that shippers were en- 
cotitaged in forwarding by the better prices 
made for the swine recently. There has been 
some reaction from the outside rates of hogs 
on the large supplies this week. The hogs 
arriving this week are showing a further 
small loss of. weight, and are still under the 
averages of those received at this time last 
year, but they are mainly good packing 
weights and do not include as many pigs in 
proportion as compared with the previous 
week when the disposition partly was to hold 
back the more desirable swine in hopes of a 
better line of prices at the marketable cen- 
ters, Notwithstanding the extraordinarily 
liveral packing, the outlets of the products 
are in proportion even greater, and the state- 
ments steadily from the West of a keeping up 
of the large movements are indorsed by the 
daily record ‘of shipments, while all late re- 
turns from the seiboard give the outflow is 
well up to thé éxtensive movements previotis- 
ly for some time and mtich ahead of that of 
last year. The New York market is partici- 
pating somewhat in the increased export 
movement in lard; the refined product is hav- 
ing a freer sale, while with its recent hard- 
ening price the compound product is under 
more attention both here and at the West, 
and on home as well as export account. The 
New York City cutters, however, are still 
having a good deal of trouble in supporting 
prices of meats, more particularly for bellies, 
notwithstanding the late sharp decline and 
the current comparatively low figures, al- 
though they are moving them out more free- 
ly to short shipping points; they are, how- 
ever, in full supply to the demands,

Chamber of Deputies to increase the impost 
rates on provisions has not caused much gur- 
prise -here or had material effect upon the 
situation; it had been regarded as a probable 
outcome of the agitation there at any time 
within a couple of months. While the in- 
crease will have to receive there the indorse- 
ment of the Senate and the French Presi- 
dent, it is regarded as likely to become a law 
by the trade here, although it may be a mat- 
ter of two or three months, possibly longer, 
before it is in operation. It is assumed here 
that the bill will apply to all foreign meats, 
and not alone to the American products, Oth- 
erwise it would not be impossible to get 
American meats forward to that country 
quite ag freely as desired without the added 
burden, with some assistance from English 
handling in the way of repacking or rehan- 
dling, and to Gontribute considerabty’to the 
wants of French consumers as in former 
years under a tariff which then worked dis- 
advantageously to American packers. But 
France is not the factor it used to be in 
American meats, as it draws more largely up- 
on its home and near supplies, while it uses 
more canned goods steadily each year. A 
French authority, however, says that France 
imported last year 31,000,000 TD) American 
lard; by this, however, there is meant prob- 
ably an importation covering all hog greases, 
while it will be recollected that the shipments 
of grease from this country were for that 
time exceptionally large on some extensive 
buying of French soap houses; besides the 
statement of its imports of lard would cover 
as well the compound; while the pure ‘lard, 
compound and greases are all entered or 
manifested as lard. But if the bill becomes 
a law in France, it is a matter more of the 
extent of its home productions meeting its 
demands, while the calls from the outside 
would be more to make up the deficiency. 
The new duty would make.the tariff there, 
we understand, nearly 3c. per TD on lard, and 
that country could afford to sell its own pure 
lard cheaper even than compound could be 
put there from this side—that is, if the cur- 
rent prices there are to continue by relation 
with those here. But France would not be 
able to supply entirely its own wants from 
its home productions, and necessarily there 
would enter as a factor supply and demand 
to forcing prices there higher for the lard and 
to the disadvantage of the consumer; how- 
ever, the official action might benefit the 
manufacturing interests of France, while the 
prices would probably at length be so regulat- 
ed there to an advance that imports would 
follow profitably and make up deficiencies, 
and the loss of trade to this country would 
not likely be to a materially disconcerting 
extent. However, more of the recent move- 
ments here in lard and meats to France have 
been with the contingency, or the expectation, 
that the new duty rates would be in force 


-there before long, while it may be said that 


the shipments hence to France within the 
last month of meats and lard have been the 
largest in some time, although of meats they 
had not been especially liberal previously for 
a considerable period. But there has not 
been noticed any especial disposition on the 
part of France to take up greases, other than 
lard, although it seeured last week here a 
few moderate quantities. The Oincinnati 
Price Current makes the hog packing for the 
week as 530,000 head, against 505,000 head 
corresponding week last year. 

The exports from the Atlantic ports the 
previous week were more than twice the 
amount for the same time last year, and 
nearly that for meats, and the extraordinary 
movements to the other side are keeping 
along through this week; the shipments were 
6,954 barrels pork; 15,539,328 ID lard, and 
17,098,387 Ib meats; for the same week last 
year they were 5,555 barrels pork, 6,829,278 
ID lard, and 9,462,415 ID meats. The Chicago 
shipments for last week were 4,641 barrels 
pork, 13,325,633 ID lard and 16,921,441 Ib 
meats, against corresponding week last year, 
3,935 barrels pork, 7,099,651 ID lard, and 9,- 
802,611 ID meats. 

In beef there has been more done with 
shippers, yet at the same time the English 
markets furnish only such orders for supplies 
as they cannot well get along without rather 
than showing any disposition to buy for ac- 
cunulations. But miscellaneous shipning or- 
ders for barreled as well as tierced have been 
a little more general, and on the whole the 
packers are rather better satisfied over the 
buying interest. There is no trouble in sup- 
porting strong prices and the disposition is to 
push the more desirable grades to a little 
higher basis, since the cost of plates contin- 
ues against the packers. The city extra In- 
dia mess range from $15@$16.50; barreled 
beef quoted at $8@$8.25 for mess, $8.75@ 
$9.50 for packet, and $10@$11.25 for family. 
For beef hams there is much more demand, 
with a strong market at $22@$23. 

On the several days since our previous re- 
port the features developed to the trading 
were as follows: On Saturday (Dec, 18) the 
receipts of hogs West were 53,000 head, in- 
cluding 19,000 head at Chicago; last year, 
same day, 50,500 head, including 19,000 head 
at Chicago.- The products opened at steady 
prices and held them through the session; on 
the light hog receipts, and their moderate es- 
timates for the then ensuing week, or 40,000 
head for Monday at Chicago, and 180,000 
head for all of the week. The lighter hog re- 
ceipts than had been looked for had brought 
the’ packers ‘into’ the market to ‘sustain the 
prices of products and they were generally 
buying, while the cash demands were keeping 
up well, and the exporters were following 
any small improvement in prices and buying 
liberally. On Monday, the receipts of hogw at 
Chicago were 35,000 head, and for the West 
generally 63,000 head, against 38,300 head 
and 76,500 head, respectively, same day, last 
year. Upon that day there was much more 
confident speculative buying at Chicago, and 
after an opening of 12 higher prices on pork, 
2 points on lard and 5 points on ribs, the close 
showed the improvement for the day as 20 on 
pork, 7 and 10 points on lard and 12 and 15 
points on ribs. The outsiders were numer- 
ous as buyers. There were some reactions at 
times in the spilling out where profits were to 
be had, but at the close this was over and 
new buying orders were stronger. The Eng- 
lish crowd was buying and Armour, Cudahy 
and Swift were-all interested-moderately in 
picking up offerings, especially of the May 
option. It was, however expected that if 
there should be a sudden rush of hogs for- 
ward that there would be a reaction. The 
receipts of hogs had shown 5 ID lighter aver- 
age than the previous week, and 14 Ib lighter 
than in the same week last year. 





On Tuesday there was the largest receipt 
of hogs in several days, or 93,000 head, in- 
eluding 43,000 head at Chicago, against last 
year 80,400 head and 27,000 head, respective- 
ly, and ag had been indicated in our previ- 
ous reports the reaction to lower prices for 
the products came about. Pork opened 7 
lower, lard 2 points and ribs 5 and 7 points, 
while the close showed a decline for the day 
of 12 and 15 for pork, 10 points for lard and 
10 and 12 points for ribs. The outside specu- 
lative interest became very dull, while there 
was some effort to unload, as profits had been 
shown by the steady recent rise. Cudahy 
was selling lard; he had been a good buyer at 
the inside prices early in December and was 
realizing while the other packers were un- 
loading a little. The short interest was small. 
Cash demands continued good, with the ex- 
ports largely exceeding the corresponding 
time last year. 


On Wednesday, the receipts of hogs at the 
West reached 105,000 head, including 47,000 
head at Chicago, with prices 5 lower. Last 
year, same day, receipts 80,900 head and 37,- 
400 head, respectively. The products opened 
2 lower on pork, easy and unchanged on lard 
and 2 points off on ribs. There were further 
slight concessions, but on the whole the posi- 
tion was very well sustained, while toward 
the close there was a decidedly strong feel- 
ing, and an advance against the close of the 
day before of 5 for pork, 2 to 5 points for 
lard and 2 points for ribs. Early in the day 
there was rather more general selling, with 
Viles & Robbins, especially, reported from the 
West as selling, and some outside interest 
that way, with the commission houses doing 
a little of it, while Cudahy was reported as 
selling lard and ribs. After the full receipts 
of hogs had been well gathered in the pack- 
ers generally were supporting the situation. 

On Thursday the opening was 2 points 
lower all around on the products at Chicago, 
but there was soon a reaction and a moderate 
advance in prices. Early in the day the Cud- 
ahy Packing Co. was a seller of May ribs 
aud was reported .to haye sold.to the extent 
of 1,000,000 Ib; it was believed that that in- 
terest was buying lard, and the other pack- 
ers generally continued buving January as 
well as May laru, and which was regarded 
as indicating that the belief was among the 
packers that the prices had found bottom. 
Receipts of hogs at the West were large 
again, or fully 102,000 head, including 48,000 
head at Chicago, with their prices 5 lower. 
Last year, same day, receipts, 80,900 head, in- 
cluding 37,400 head at Chicago.

TALLOW AND STEARINE. 


WEEKLY REVIEW. 


All articles under this head are quoted by the Ib. 
except animal oils, which are quoted by the gallon 
allin packages. 

TALLOW.—It looks as though the week 
would edevelop very little business in city 
made goods. The melters here are pretty well 
sold ahead on this week. One of the largest 
melters. will probably have a little surplus 
from his make this week, but a good portion 
of the supply will go on the liberal contracts 
made about a fortnight since for the English 
market. Another large melter possibly has 
an accumulation of 200 hhds. or 300 hhds. 
fresh made goods, but all of the other melters 
have sold their productions ahead for this 
week, several days since, as outside of those 
who regularly put their outputs to home con- 
sumers each week on contracts and do not 
offer them upon the open market. With this 
condition of supplies, the market is not likely 
to have a determined basis. Of course there 
are the stocks in store which have been held 
for many months, but these cannot be counted 
upon as likely to be offered in the near future 
or until affairs are much better than they are 
at present, while they do not enter into con- 
sideration as a factor. The situation is sim- 
ply this: That there is a readiness to pay 
3% for city in hhds.; that that is practically 
the limit of exporters, except for special lots, 
just now, and that it would not be exceeded 
by the home trade, but where there is any of 
it to be had the melters are talking up to 
3%, and at any rate do not feel that they 
have any reason to be concerned at present 
in consideration of the small available supply. 
The expectations of the tallow trade in this 
country of strong markets for the future are 
based upon the situation of the English mar- 





kets and the reduced productions as well in 
this country on the lighter amounts of fat 
colleeted. The latter accounts from England 
are that the tone there promises further im- 
portant demands upon the supplies; that lib- 
eral shipments cannot be expected from -Aus- 
tralia, and that in Australia many of the 
melters had been compelled to reduce their 
makes considerably on the reduced offerings 
of fat. If English interest is to further ma- 
terially develop or to be of a prolonged char- 
acter even in a moderate way upon Ameri- 
can markets, it would seem that with the 
turn of the year when the home soap houses 
are as well in the markets for supplies, that 
the tone would be kept up on a confident 
basis. As it is now, not much can be deter- 
mined for immediate prices by reason of the 
small offerings here and the hesitancy among 
buyers over making new deals until there are 
larger supplies with the turn of the year. 
The developments all over the country for 
tallow have been latterly of increasing confi- 
dence, although no further marked advances 
have been made in prices. The interior melt- 
ers are finding that they can market any of 
their holdings at recent prices promptly, but 
except as they have been cleaning ovt a little 
here and there against a new year, tNeir tem- 
per over holding has been encouraged. The 
Western markets have this week been less 
inelined to accept the inside basis they con- 
ceded on a few lots the previous week. 
There are reports from Chicago that 1,000 
tes. best packers have been sold at 4, where 
the previous week 3% had been accepted, and 
that the packers there generally were holding 
at 4, while not making large accumulations. 
The productions West as well as locally have 
diminished latterly. There were 750 tes. 
No. 2 country sold in Chitago at. 2%@2%. 
There is very little country made arriving in 
New York, while even on the dullness from 
home trade sources, usual at this time of the 
year, there is a close taking up of the best 
lots of it, although exporters have figured a 
little in the buying of these out-of-town lots. 
There have been for the week sales of 275,- 
000 ID country made, in lots, at 34@3%, as 
to quality, with now and then a choice lot 
reaching 3%. There has been out-of-town 
edible sold at 4, but the city melters decline 
to accept that price for their outputs, and 
are quite confident at 44%. There was noth- 
ing from London this week, Wednesday, as 
the usual auction sale on that day was: ad- 
journed over the holidays. The general mar- 
ket for citr in hhds., here, while it stands at 
3% bid, and the melters talking up to 3%, 
and unwilling to sell, yet as one sale had been 
made at the close of last week as then noted 
at 1-32d over 3%, or at 3 17-32, since which 
time nothing has been done, the contract de- 
liveries on Thursday of this week, which are 
small just now by comparison, and which will 
hardly reach more than 125 hhds., will be 
made at 3 17-32. There was a report that 
3 9-16 was offered for a special lot of city, 
and declined. 

OLEO STEARINE.—The pressers in New 
York have pretty firm ideas; they are in part 
reasoning along the lines, or at least encour- 
aged by the developments over the markets 
for other fats. It is true that the productions 
here are by comparison moderate; that there 
is less fat coming in from the miscellaneous 
collections, and that a larger proportion of it

CHICAGO. 

PACKER HIDES.—The present market is 
weaker in every feature, with exception of 
native bulls, than it was last week. Sales of 
natives by Armour and Morris at llc. are 
reported this week, and this may be accepted 
as the ruling quotation. Coincident with the 
lower prices there is an appreciable move- 
ment noticed in all kinds of stock, natives be- 
ing especially well sold up. Texas has had 
an excellent call and a substantial quantity 
of the stock in mixed rates were disposed of 
during the week. We quote: 

No. 1 NATIVE STEERS, free of brands, 
60 ID and up, have had an excellent call. 
There is comparatively little stock on hand. 
Much of the stock recently sold is for Janu- 
ary delivery. 

No. 1 BUTT-BRANDED STEERS, 60 Ib 
and up, have had a somewhat limited call. 
They are offering at 9%@10c. 

COLORADO STEERS, 60 TD and up, have 
sold with comparative freedom. Despite this, 
the present quotation is 8%4@9c. 

No. 1 TEXAS STEERS are not in active 
request. In fact, there is a painful and con- 
tinuous accumulation of heavy stock. There 
is a general tendency on the part of tanners 
to wait for a further drop in price. This is 
especially true of those who buy light stock. 
The prevailing figure for Texas is 9%@10c. 

No. 1 NATIVE COWS, free of brands, 55 
1D and up, have had a quiet call and are of- 
fering at 10@10%c. Under 55 ID the demand 
has been more active at 101%46@10%c. 

BRANDED COWS have accumulated to 
a considerable extent and are available in al- 
most any quantity at 9%%4c. : 

NATIVE BULLS are well sold ahead and 
nominally quotable. 

COUNTRY HIDES continue in light sup- 
ply, especially the desirable portion, as tan- 
ners are giving the inferior take-off the 
“marble heart” and cheerfully pay the 
premium on the better quality. This market 
is much firmer in tone than the packer mar- 
ket. Prices are firmly sustained, and as much 
stock is sold ahead at ruling figures, any 
appreciable decline at present seems unlikely. 

No. 1 BUFF HIDES, 40 to 60 ID, free of 
brands and grubs, have had a very good call, 
and while receipts are getting more generous, 
the price, 9%c. for No. 1 and 9c. for No. 2, 
is not affected. 

No. 1 EXTREMES, 25 to 40 ID, have sold 
scatteringly and in small installments. The 
supply is getting more generous. They are of- 
fering at 10%c. 

BRANDED STEERS AND COWS are as 
has been the case for some time past, an un- 
important factor in the market. Some sales 
have been made on a basis of 84@S8'4c. 

HEAVY COWS, 60 ID and up, free of 
brands and grubs, have been in indifferent 
request at 9c. for ones and 9%c. for twos. 

NATIVE BULLS are sold up to receipts at 
8Y4@8tec. flat. 

CALFSKINS have been in very active re- 
quest, good sales having been made on a basis 
of 184%4@]11c. for ones and twos. The market 
is well sold up. 

KIPS are scarce and in no especial request. 
They are nominally quotable at 11@94c. for 
ones and twos. 

DEACONS, 45@50c. 

SLUNKS, 25c. 

HORSBE HIDES are not of general inter- 
est to buyers; $3.25 is the asking price. 

SHEEPSKINS.—The market is very quiet, 
despite which prices are well sustained. We 
quote: 

PACKER PELTS, $1@$1.10. 

COUNTRY PELTS, 65@90c. 

PACKER LAMBS, 90@95c.

KANSAS CITY. 

HIDES.—During the past week about 8,000 
were sold; a slight concession made on all 
lines. The dullness of the holidays has settled 
on the market and most of the tanners have 
retired, as it were, in their shells, until after 
the first of the year. The tanners that are 
willing to purchase are offering at least Mc. 
below the packers’ quotations on all branded 
stock and 4c. on all late native stock. The 
determination of some of the packers to close 
out their present stocks and slaughter up to 
the first of the year, is very apparent, and 
they are willing to listen to any fair proposi- 
tion made. It would seem that a 94c. Texas 
market, except for some earlier hides, would 
be reached in a very short time. Butt brands 
are not in any great request even at 9%c., 
and if the Decembers are sold at 9%c. it 
would be no surprise. Colorados are kept up 
by the simple reason that branded cows are 
so scarce and high. Colorados can at present 
be bought at 8%c., and tanners slow even at 
this figure. Native steers are still in small 
supply, but they are freely offered at 11c. 
and 10c.; the packers willing to anticipate 
their slaughter. Light native cows are still 
scarce and strong, the market entirely cleaned 
out of this kind, except 1,000 held by one of 
the packers, and he has refused %, though it 
is more than probable that he cannot get a 
better price than this. The packers evidently 
know a good thing when they have it, and the 
bulk of them are very willing to close out 
their hides at present asking prices, and any 
person who wishes to take a line, there will 
be a concession made. The above remarks, 
however, do not include the one packer who 
+ has taken a bull point in this and other mar- 
kets, and, as he has earlier hides, and to be 
sure of shorter hair and decidedly in better 
condition than the present take off, he is still 
determined evidently to await the issue of 
after the first of the new year. However, if 
any of the larger tanners should wish to clean 
the board, there is no doubt but that he 
would make some concession of his present 
asking prices. Taking their present slaugh- 
ter into consideration, their present con- 
dition, their lighter shrinkage and their 
longer hair, it cannot be said that the 
market is any lower than it was last 
October, for, while the concession in prices 
made, there is decidedly quite a difference in 
condition of the hides; and, as before stated, 
the packer is making just as much money at 
present prices, as he did out of the Septem- 
bers and Octobers at higher prices. The pack- 
ers have just made concessions and some 10.- 
000 hides changed hands, with rumors of an- 
other large block sold to the Big Bug of all. 

SHEEPSKINS.—Sheepskins continue to be 
well sold up in this market. The packers’ 
slaughter have somewhat fallen off, owing to 
the Christmas holidays, and therefore, with 
their diminished slaughter, the packers have 
no trouble in disposing of their present take 
off of pelts at $1 and over. 


BOSTON. 


Traffic continues constricted, owing to the 
reluctance on the part of tanners to meet the 
prices asked. Next to an advance in that 
popular and succulent vegetable peculiar to 
Boston, nothing so lacerates the feelings of a 
Boston tanner as an advance in hides. While 
no advance has occurred (and may the shade 
of John Winthrop forbid such a calamity), 
the maintenance of values continues to be a 
sore spot. Stock is being bought from hand 
to mouth, and no one seems inclined to anti- 
cipate at the prices asked. We quote: 

BUFFS, 9%c. 

NEW ENGLAND HIDES, 9%c. 

CALFSKINS are not considered a judi- 


cious investment at the present asking price. 
The market is characterized by that “tired 





feeling,” which usually foreshadows easier 
conditions, 





SHEEPSKINS are quiet, in sympathy 
with Western markets. 


PHILADELPHIA. 


Stock is light, the meager accumulations 
having been reduced by the sale of several 
ears this week. Last week’s prices are con- 
tinned.

SUMMARY. 

The present packer market is weaker. It 
has lost tone since last week. The deprecia- 
tion in values has doubtless caused an appre- 
ciation in the volume of business done. Na- 
tives are well cleaned up and Texas has been, 
especially in the light weights, in active re- 
quest. The country market has, on the other 
hand, preserved its strength and much stock 
has moved at ruling figures. Considerable of 
this is sold ahead, which would tend to indi- 
cate a present maintenance of values. Bos- 
ton tanners continue to manifest that old-time 
conservatism for which they are noted, and 
buy reluctantly at present rates. In Phila- 
delphia the supply continues light and the 
demand active. Similar conditions character- 
ize in a modified degree the New York mar- 
ket. The present outlook would seem to indi- 
cate that tanners will not profit to any ma- 
terial extent by the depreciation in hide 
values, as leather and shoe manufacturer 
alike (both of whom are well versed in hide 
prices), or at least in general hide conditions 
so far as they relate to prices, have already 
become importunate in their demands for 
lower priced leather. It is also safe to as- 
sume in a general way that buyers who of- 
fer something akin to market quotations are 
not being turned down. The rough and har- 
ness leather sales of the past two weeks have 
been materially accelerated by concessions. 
On the other hand, it is claimed that the 
prices on bellies and heads hemlock and 
union sole are well sustained and that hold- 
ers are indisposed to concession. Inquiry has 
been somewhat stimulated in the New York 
market during the past week. Calfskins in 
that market are weaker, and it is probable 
that they will bring less before they advance 
again. This is, of course, owing to the re- 
cent decision remitting the duty lately im- 
posed. The government authorities have con- 
curred in the opinion rendered by the apprais- 
ers that calfskins are not dutiable.

than usual is going to other uses aun the 
making of the stearine; that on that account 
the pressers feel that if the compound lard 
trade should improve that the stearine war- 
ket would be thrown more in their favor. But 
they have no immediate increase of demand 
for the stearine, with the lard refiners pursu- 
ing the old conservative method of taking the 
goods to a near consumption, while having 
about sufficient stock for near use. Therefore 
if the pressers do not care to sell at 454 here 
they are forced to hold any moderate accumu- 
lation they may have made; even at 45% buy- 
ers are not especially anxious. It is under- 
stood that there have been further offers to 
sell here. Some Western lots in the way of 
resales of some lots that had been bought lat- 
terly presumably for export and that these 
have been offered here at 454, with some dif- 
ficulty in placing them at that price, although 
it is hard to see where there is any advantage 
gained upon this market at 454, when it is re- 
ported that Chicago itself has bidding of 4%, 
and that some of its larger lots are held up to 
45%. There were sales in New York on Tues- 
day of 50,000 ID out-of-town made at 4%, and 
it was impossible to get any considerable lot 
from the local pressers at that price, while 
it was the best rate that could be made. 
LARD STEARINE.—Naturally with the 
higher cost of lard early in the week those 
parties who had Western lots to sell here put 
their prices higher, while there was no city 
made to be had, except at an advance. But 
buyers had small wants, while they were 
against buying ahead, since there was no as- 
surance of a permanent support to the pro- 
vision market, and any improvement held in 
the prices was wholly upon a nominal basis. 
The refiners are doing more in the refined 
lard, but they are either holding accumula- 
tions of the stearine or finding their own cur- 
rent pressings sufficient in extent for all needs. 





In a nominal way 5% is quoted for the stear- 
ine, but some lots of city could not be bought 
within 4c. of that price, yet at the same time 
it is doubtful if Western could be sold at at 
least above the inside figure, if at that. 

GREASE STEARINE.—There have been 
fewer export inquiries this week, and less of 
a demand from local sources, but there is an 
insistence of sellers upon the recent advanced 
prices at least, while some of the holders are 
inclined to regard the future with the belief 
of even better figures. But the turn of the 
year is required to bring out the sentiment 
over buying and all there is in the statistical 
position of this product and for those articles 
with which it is associated for fluctuations in 
prices. The offerings here of supplies are not 
large, as there had been a substantial inroad 
made into the accumulations by the recent 
business. 


OLEO OIL.—The news from Rotterdam 
this week is scarce, with the Dutch markets 
pausing in most of their dealings by reason 
of the Christmas holidays, and as well from 
the disinclination to trade for making fur- 
ther accumulations of supplies of oil on the 
winding up of an old year. The stocks in 
Rotterdam are believed to be about 3,000 
tes.; this amount would not be depressing un- 
der ordinary conditions of business, and is 
not especially so in the indifference over buy- 
ing, although it is conceded that much addi- 
tion to it would weaken the market, consid- 
ering the competition that butterine has just 
now with dairy butter. Nominal price for 
best brands in Rotterdam is 38 florins. In 
New York there is more moving out of the 
oil to home sources of consumption, and well 
sustained prices; quoted at 6% for best grades 
and third qualities down to 4446@4%.

QUIET, FIRM MARKET. 

The market has not been disappointing this 
week so far as concerns the expectations of 
the trade. The lull that had dropped over 
affairs in the preceding week was not regard- 
ed as likely to be dismissed this side of the 
new year, and all traders had settled down to 
regarding the situation with composure, while 
confident that better times would come about 
with the resumption of normal conditions— 
in the extent of freight room to be had and 
regular export demand through the coming 
month. At the same time there is no hope 
expressed at present of better prices through 
early January at least, as there are offers to 
sell promptly that month’s delivery at 22c. 
for prime yellow in the New York market. 
But the succeeding month’s delivery could 
not be bought except at an advance of 4c. 
on that price, while it is hard to find a seller 
of that later delivery at that or any at pres- 
ent possible obtaining price. But this does 
not indicate that it is at least a 22c. market 
for nearer deliveries. There is as usual on a 
dull market, particularly when it sets in at 
the close of a year, more or less of a pressure 
of small lots that have accumulated on docks 
or upon which there is a disposition among 
their owners to obtain a money return before 
the close of a year, and these are to be ob- 
tained at a concession from the understood 
regular price for more important quantities. 
Thus these small lots have been offered, and 
in part sold at 21%4c. for prime yellow here 
on dock, however impossible it would be to

buy the larger parcels to arrive or for Janu- 
ary delivery under 22c. Yet ocean freight 
room has been a little more freely offered 
for January shipment and some shippers 
claim that they are able to engage it upon a 
slightly more favorable basis. But the ac- 
commodation that way is not likely to show a 
marked surplus through next month, although 
the effort is making to provide tonnage as ex- 
tensively as possible through that period, in 
the recognized extraordinary outward move- 
ments of general merchandise, and particular- 
ly of grain and provisions. The claims ahead, 
however, for this accommodation, have been 
of enormous volume and partly for delayed 
shipments consequent upon the recent insuf- 
ficient offerings of the room. Therefore the 
expectations are not for a supply of tonnage 
to-modify views materially of owners over 
its rates, while it is indisputable that cotton 
oil is kept from feeling. Some otherwise fa- 
vorable features to developing a firmer ten- 
dency from the high freight rates and the in- 
ability to forward supplies of oil as freely 
as they would be taken under more regular 
conditions of the freight market. 

The receipts of seed are falling off at the 
Southern mills, but this is usual at about this 
time and excites no especial comment. It is 
believed that the mills in a general way have 
good supplies of seed, and that if they are 
ready to take further assortments after the 
holidays, then they will have no trouble in 
getting them. The theory that had been put 
out a little while since in this review that 
there would be a liberal surplus of seed on 
offer at length, no matter how low the price, 
beyond any wants for fertilizing, has been 
clear in the prompt offers to sell latterly by 
the planters and the mills if they continue to 
load up further with seed would, generally 
speaking, have no trouble in getting all they 
may want. It is this view of the situation 
that leads to the belief that the production 
of the oil will be in no way hindered, even 
though its current prices offer only a light 
margin of profit and that this season will 
probably be a banner one in the extent of 
the productions. There is this considered that 
the oil can now be produced with the current 
cost of seed at a small profit, while it may 
be said that the markets for the seed pro- 
ductions can hardly be materially lower than 
at present under any contingency, while there 
is every prospect of a substantially better sen- 
timent further along in the season for both 
oil and meal. And while the productions this 
year are exceptionally large, it is a fact that 
the consumption of the oil has enlarged cor- 
respondingly, as favored by its low prices. 
Many of the mills have sold up their excess 
of supplies and generally the stocks are by no 
means unwieldly at any point. It is the rec- 
ognition of the statistical position at the 
South that has enabled the mills to get We. 
higher prices for crude in tank cars, while 
even more confident claims are made over 
values in some sections, notably in the Miss- 
issippi Valley. The feeling among the usual 
buyers at the mills has been that it was a 
good time to buy and on that account has 
been the recent liberal trading on wants of 
the Western lard refiners and some of the 
soap houses. The outlets of the oil have been 
so much more liberal than last year to con- 
suming and export sections, and its consump- 
tion to that degree enlarged, that it is to be 





regretted that there is not a regular supply of 
ocean accommodation to permit a further full 
showing of wants of export markets, in the 
event of which there would be without much 
doubt a decidedly stronger oil market. 

Of course the recent action of the Paris 
Chamber of Deputies leaves cotton oil out of 
a possibility of direct increased duties this 
year, but its later ruling on provisions may 
or may not in some degree effect the extent 
of the consumption of cotton oil in that quar- 
ter, which, however, must have the indorse- 
ment of its Senate, as well as that of the 
French President, but will probably become a 
law. This would cover compound lard, and 
the cotton oil that is in it, and in the event 
of its becoming a law would enable France to 
market its home productions of lard at a low- 
er price than the American compound could 
be had. On the other hand, it must be con- 
sidered that if France has a freer sale for 
its own manufactured lard, as against the 
American compound, that it must of neces- 
sity take the cotton oil, and that it would be 
about as broad as it is long so far as concerns 
the consumption of American cotton oil, ex- 
cept as it might use more freely substitute 
oils, while its disposition that way would de- 
pend chiefly upon the ability to get them 
cheaper than the cotton oil, and which is 
not among the probabilities this season at 
least. But just now France is doing little 
in cotton oil in this country, since it has had 
the feverishness for free buying in part taken 
away in the settlement of the agitation over 
the cotton oil duty, while it had bought liber- 
ally through the discussion of that question, 
and a sufficient supply for the present is now 
arriving out in that quarter. 

While the hog products had been gaining a 
little in price in this country only recently 
the upward movement was regarded as in- 
cident more to a temporary reduction of the 
hog receipts, and they were likely to react; 
therefore there has been no marked increase 
of confidence over compound lard, although 
it is slightly more active, to prompt active 
buying of cotton oil, but where the lard re- 
finers have felt that cotton oil was good prop- 
erty at current prices they have taken some 
liberal lines of it at the mills, notably on 
Western account, while our local refiners are 
looking over the situation at the South and 
pick up a small lot now and then, but hesi- 
tate somewhat over the strong prices asked. 
Unquestionably hog products look well for an 
advance, after the larger portion of the win- 
ter marketing of hogs is over, and by reason 
of the enormous wants of Europe and the 
fact that there could not be effective competi- 
tion there at near current prices with Ameri- 
ean provisions. This would help cotton oil, 
but another favorable feature for the future 
of cotton oil is in the statistical position of 
tallow here and in Europe. The reduced pro- 
duction of tallow here by reason of shortened 
supplies of fat, and which is also the feature 
in Australia, upon which country England 
cannot depend in its usual degree this season 
for supplies, while it must turn its wants to 
some extent to American tallow; therefore 
is the current strength in the tallow markets 
on this side and the indifferent offerings to 
sell except at higher prices. So that cotton 
oil, with its more abundant production this 
year, has less of other fats to contend with 
while it reaps the benefit by its necessarily 





enlarged consumption. It is not the time of 
year to test the sentiment of the local soap 
trade over taking cotton oil, so close to the 
new year, but if tallow is to go up there is 
every probability of cotton oil being taken 
more freely locally for soap purposes, particu- 
larly if it hangs around current prices, while 
it has been and will be taken liberally by the 
Western soap houses. 

There is not much crude in barrels arriving 
in New York. The choice lots are taken up 
at 18%, but ordinary prime rarely draws a 
bid over 18, while now and then a lot is sold 
at 18%. There have been 800 bbls. sold at 
184@18\4, while some about prime has been 
sold at 18, and off-grade at 17%. Crude in 
tank cars at the mills has been hard to buy 
under 14% at the Atlantic points, 144@14% 
bid, and occasional sales at 14%, with 7 tanks 
bought at 14%. In the Mississippi Valley 
there have been sales of 8 tanks at 14446@14%, 
but it is hard to buy there at the close under 
15, and some of the mills decline to sell under 
15%. - In Texas there are hardly sellers un- 
der 14; that price may be considered the mar- 
ket there, since 14 tanks were sold at it. 
The mills would hardly consider selling for 
February on later deliveries except on at 
least %e. advance on those figures. There 
has been little done in prime yellow upon the 
New York market. The sales here are only 
about 2,800 bbls. and partly in lots on the 
dock at 2114., and the remainder covering par- 
cels to arrive and for January delivery at 22; 
also sales of 200 bbls. butter oil at 24, and 
400 bbls. white oil at 24%. 

On Thursday there were further small sales 
of dock lots of prime yellow at 21%, and a 
little sold for January delivery at 22. There 
were other sales of crude in barrels here at 
18% to the extent of 360-bbls., while 5 tanks 
more of crude at Atlantic coast mills were ob- 
tained at 14%, with the general position of 
the market unchanged and held firmly.

TALLOW AND STEARINE.

LARD OIL.—The advance that had been 
made the previous week has not stopped the 
insistence for stronger rates. Lard has gone 
to a further improvement, and as it costs 
more to produce the oil the pressers are in- 
different over selling it, while they are able 
now to figure out a little profit on some of the 
stock that they had held for some time, and 
which had met with little attention from buy- 
ers by reason of the feeling that they had 
had that there was not much prospect cf an 
immediate improvement in lard, while as they 
were holding fair supplies of the oil for near 
consumption that they would not buy further 
for accumulations, but await the outcome. If 
lard should continue to advance old holdings 
of oil would be greatly benefitted in the in- 
crease of demands from manufacturers t):at 
usually come about from manufacturers next 
month when they get the new year’s busi- 
ness well started. There is plenty of oil in 
most of the dealers’ hands here, and the 
usual distributers of small lots have most of 
them full holdings, so that they are not call- 
ing upon the pressers for material further 
quantities. The market here now is quoted 
at 38 to 40 for large and small lots. 

GREASE.—There has not been so much 
done here with shippers this week as com- 
pared with the trading previously for a few 
days. This is by reason of most of the stock 
having been taken up here that was obtain- 
able at inside prices, while the advance that 
had been asked prevented more important 
dealings. But there has been a good deal of 
relief given the position by the absorption of 
stock that had been held here for some time 
awaiting the turn to strength, and the holders 
of the remaining supplies feel that they can 
afford to wait until the turn of the year, at 
which time they are expecting that the local 
consuming sources will feel more interested 
over the offerings, while they consider that 
from the tone of affairs in England that that 
source will become again free buyers, while 
expecting as well some further French de- 
mand. It is more difficult to sustain outside 
prices; at least if there is any attempt at sell- 
ing slightly modified views would probably 





prevail. The Western markets have not been 
quite as well situated over trading as this 
point, and where there is more of a supply on 
offer, since they have not felt much of the 
recent interest among exporters over taking 
supplies, while a number of lots from short 
points in the interior had been forwarding 
their outputs in that direction rather than 
to this market. 

Quotations in New York: A white at 34@ 
3%, B white at 3%, yellow at 2%@2%, bone 
at 34@3%, brown at 244@2%. At Chicago: 
A white quoted at 3%, B white at 3%, yellow 
at 236@2%, brown at 24@2%. 

CORN OIL.—There appears to be a lull 
over trading in large quantities, and the for- 
eign markets seem well satisfied for the pres- 
ent over the considerable quantities that they 
had shipped them latterly. It costs a little 
more money to get the goods to the other side, 
and shippers are in part awaiting the situa- 
tion of freight room in January, when they 
believe that there will be more of it offered 
at easier rates. The soap trade on the other 
side wants general supplies of all fats, and 


the present indifference is more as usual with 
the holiday period. The tone of the market 
is held rather firmly. Quotations are from 
2.75 to 2.95, as covering large and small lots. 

On Thursday it was believed that the ex- 
port buyer who had bid 3 9-16 for 100 hhds. 
city was willing to further offer that price, 
but beyond this there was little open de- 
mand, although it was conceded that the 
melters here would not sell under 3%; a bid 
was made to-day for a special lot at 3 19-32, 
or 1-32 over 3 9-16. At Chicago best pack- 
ers’ at 3%@4, No. 2 ditto at 2%.@3%, No. 1 
city renderers’ at 3446@354, No. 1 country at 
354@3%, No. 2 ditto at 254@2%.

In 1895 the in- 
spectors of the Dairy and Food Department 
seized a carload of oleomargarine from Ar- 
mour & Co. The latter replevined the oleo- 
margarine, and the result was a suit, which 
finally found its way to the United States 
Court. The State Supreme Court held the 
“Pink Law” to be constitutional, and Judge 
Lochren sustained its opinion.

yo manufacturers have for a long time been 
looking for a machine to run the casings on to the tubes 
of stuffers. Here we have it, and it will do the work as 
: well as it can be done by hand and in very much less time, 
thereby saving labor and time, as with this machine one 
man can stuff as many sheep or hog casings as three or 
four men can link, besides doing away with the most 
tiresome work there is in stuffing sausage. 
he machine takes practically no power to run, only a 

14-inch round belt, the same as a sewing machine, and uses 
no more power than a sewing machine. 1t does not need 
an extra operator, as the machine can be used by either 
one or two men on steam, power or hand stuffers and is 
never in the way, because when the machine has put on 
a casing it immediately rises up by itself 8 inches and 
stays there until needed again. It will run on about 100 
feet of sheep or hog casings in about 7 seconds and will 
handle tender casings just as delicately as the hands of the 
workman. Two lined wheels go with each machine, but 
it is oniy necessary to have one of them on the machine, 
even when two men are working it; so there is always one 
wheel in reserve. 

A glance at the cut opposite shows the machine at 
work and after it has put on a casing.

Restriction of American Meats in 
Switzerland. 

In response to a number of requests which 
have been made of us of late, we publish the 
following, which will be of much interest ta 
the trade, and worthy of preservation. 

Decree of the Government Council of the 
Canton of Zurich prohibiting the use of chem- 
icals in the process of curing meats, dated 
Dec. 16, 1893: 

The Government Council, on motion of the 
cantonal health officer, decrees: 

(1) The use of chemicals, except salt and 
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saltpeter, in the curing of meats and its 
products, intended for sale in this canton and 
subject to its sanitary regulations, is pro- 
hibited. The health officer shall be informed 
of this decision.—Stuessi, Secretary of State. 

Circular addressed to the local health offi- 
cers for their guidance and that of the meat 
inspectors: 

S. Mory, of Basle, an importer of salted and 
cured meats, has circulated a price list among 
the butchers and dealers in provisions in this 
canton, offering several qualities of cured beef 
and pork, some of which is intended for the 
manufacture of sausages. The merchandise 
is of American origin. In view of this fact, 
we request the local health authorities and 
the inspectors of meat to exercise special care 
in examining meat and meat products of for- 
eign origin. According to paragraph 18 of the 
cantonal regulations regarding the slaughter- 
ing of meat cattle and the sale of meat, 
dated June 17, 1882, meat imported from one 
township to another from another to this 
canton, or from a foreign country, must be 
accompanied by a meat inspector’s certificate, 
and the meat itself must bear the inspector’s 
official stamp. We are not aware in what 
manner meat is inspected in foreign countries, 
and especially how it is done in America, but 
it is a fact that imports of American origin 
show no sign of an official examination, bear 
no official stamp, and are mostly treated with 
borax and other bore preparations. The bore 
preparations have the property to restore 
meat already in course of decomposition to a 
fresh looking appearance, and if eaten in 
great quantities or continuously are endan- 
gering the consumers’ health. 

The use of bore preparations for the preser- 
vation of meat and meat products is in direct 
contravention of the Government Council's 
decree, dated Dec. 16, 1893 (published above). 
It is clear that our regulations for the in- 
spection of meat do not refer alone to cattle 
slaughtered within this canton’s territory, 
but they are also binding and to be applied to 
meats of foreign origin consumed in the can- 
ton. The importers must conform thereto. 
The health officers are therefore requested to 
inspect carefully the foreign imports, especial- 
ly meat products of American origin, to re- 
quire the production of a health certificate 
with each shipment, and see that articles are 
lawfully stamped as prescribed. If such certi- 
ficates are omitted, and if the use of borax or 
other chemical preparations are discovered in 
the meat, the shipments must be condemned 
and returned to the shippers, and if the in- 
spection shows that if the meat is in a decay- 
ing condition, it shall at once be confiscated 
and destroyed.

SAUSAGE RECIPES. 
THURINGIAN RED SAUSAGE. 
Twenty-eight I thick bellies, moderately 
fat, cooked half soft, cut into dice one-third 
of an inch; 6 ID boiled scraped pigskins; 8 Ib 
raw livers and lungs, all chopped up fine to- 
gether (if preferred, some salted, boiled 
tongue or salted, boiled hearts cut into simi- 
lar dice may be added); 16 ID fresh blood kept 
constantly stirred in a kettle until hot. 
Add the finely chopped skins, liver and 








lungs to the blood and mix all well. The 
belly should also be hot, but free from broth 
when mixed into the mass. Now spice with 
49% oz. fine salt, 5 oz. white pepper, 1% oz. 
finely ground marjoram, % oz. ground cara- 
way seed, 1% oz. best cloves. All spice to be 
well mixed before incorporating it with mass, 
Fill quickly into wide hog casings and bungs, 
stuffing loosely. Put the filled casings at once 
into boiling water, keeping them there con- 
stantly stirred. 

This sausage should be carefully pricked 
for air and boiled at 212° F. until on being 
pricked clear fat runs out, showing it to be 
thoroughly cooked. Allow to cool and smoke 
cold, adding juniper berries to the shavings. 


SOAP MAKING. 
No. 

Note.—The subject ot b article which ap- 
peared last week in connection with this 
series was “White Curd Soap from Cocoa- 
nut Oil.” 

HALF CURD SOAP FROM TALLOW AND 
COCOANUT OIL. 

These soaps are, in general, curd soaps in- 
creased either in the kettle or by subsequent 
filling, to yield from 180 to 230 per cent. <A 
fine white soap can be obtained from kernel 
oil and cocoanut oil, but the product, though 
resembling tallow soap in appearance and of 
high yield, is wasteful in washing, by rea- 
son of the carbonate lye employed for filling. 

The presence of tallow or palm oil and sim- 
ilar fats in these soaps can be easily ascer- 
tained by dissolving a sample in about eight 
parts of water, whereupon the (cold) solution 
will be watery if only palm kernel oil or 
cocoanut oil has been used, while if tallow 
to the extent of 25 or 30 per cent. has been 
employed the solution will regemble a paste 
soap, and become more solid in proportion as 
the tallow ratio increases. This is perhaps 
the only method giving an accurate indica- 
tion, apart from chemical analysis, since the 
testing of fatty acids may easily prove decep- 
tive. 

The simplest and quickest process of manu- 
facture is as follows, and is best carried out 
in a flat bottomed kettle fitted with crutching 
appliances: The lye used must be prepared 
from high-grade caustic soda and indicate 36° 
B. when cold. Then the fats, 300 parts of 
palm kernel oil, or cocoanut oil, and 200 parts 
of tallow, are warmed in the pan up to about 
165° F., and to them is crutched in a pre- 
viously prepared mixture of 290 parts of the 
above 36° B. lye, 110 parts of water, and 50 
parts of waterglass. When thoroughly 
worked up together the mass is left for half 
an hour, during which time a quantity of oil 
will collect on the surface—a circumstance 
not to be looked upon as disadvantageous, 
but rather the reverse, since it indicates a 
more intimate though less rapid combination 
of the materials, attended with good results 
for the soap. The fire being now made up, 
crutching is again practiced, and after re- 
peating this operation four or five times the 
mass will become thoroughly combined to 
form a thickish, ribbed soap, with a yield of 
180 per cent. As soon as this stage is 











reached the fire must be drawn as quickly as

boil over. This may also be prevented by re- 
taining about 75 parts of the lye, and only 





crutching these in when combination is com- 
mencing. Any cuttings at hand should be 
added while the lye is being crutched in, as 
they will then melt during this operation, and 
facilitate combination. 

To increase the yield beyond the above- 
named amount, two-thirds of the added water 
should be omitted, and the filling prepared of 
the following proportions: Water, 1 part; 
waterglass, 3 parts, and 20° potash solution, 
2 parts. 

By the foregoing method a handsome white 
curdy soap that handles well may be pro- 
duced at a low cost. The soaps are also 
specially suitable for pressing, and in that 
condition will be indistinguishable from set- 
tled curd soaps, except by an expert.—Der 
Seifenfabrikant.

WHOLESOMENESS OF FROZEN MEAT. 
Owing to the rapidly-growing trade of ship- 
ping frozen meat from Australia and other 
British colonies to the home market, the sub- 
ject of the merits and demerits of frozen 
meats is being carefully studied there. It is 
claimed that frozen meat is frequently dis- 
eased, but the facts appear to be that less 
frozen meat is condemned as unfit for food 
than freshly-killed carcasses. Dr. Brown, an 
expert connected with the Victorian Agricul- 
tural Department, after making a series of 
experiments, in his report gives the status of 
frozen meat very clearly. He says the carcass 
of a recently slaughtered animal placed un- 
der suitable conditions in a cold chamber can 
be kept there indefinitely without decomposi- 
tion, so long as a sufficiently low temperature 
is constantly maintained. Cold, although pro- 
ducing no chemical alteration, certainly pro- 
duces a physical change in the meat. After 
freezing and then thawing the tissues soften. 
Cold renders meat tenderer and capable of 
easy digestion and absorption. With regard 
to the wholesomeness of frozen meat, the ex- 
pert reports it to be not less wholesome than 
meat not so treated. In fact, frozen meat is 
tenderer and more easily digested. The chem- 
ical constitution of the meat is not different 
from that of fresh meat. It may contain less 
water, but the water derived from ingested 
meat has no greater food value than water 
taken as such.

CREAMERIES OR BUTTER 
FACTORIES.* 


(Continued from last week.) 

The particulars might be given of hundreds 
of cases in which a creamery has been substi- 
tuted for farm butter making in a stated com- 
munity or neighborhood with these definite 
and satisfactory results: 

1. The quality of the whole factory product 
equal to the best of single dairies of the same 
community. 

2. A greater quantity of butter produced 
from the same cows. 

3. The average selling price and the net re- 
turn per pound of butter considerably in- 
creased. 

4. The gains sufficient to cover the whole 
cost of running the creamery, thus causing 

5. The cash income to the farmers from a 
given number of cows as much ag by the old 


system, and often more, while at the same | 


time 

6. All the labor, trouble and expense of 
making and marketing the butter are removed 
from the farms and the households. 

7. Relief from the labor of caring for milk 
and cream usually results in adding to the 
number of cows, and the effect of the friend- 
ly rivalry between the patrons of the cream- 
ery, with the frequent money measure of the 
butter capacity of the cows, tends to a con- 
stant improvement in the quality of the lat- 
ter and in the consequent profit. 

A single example is as good as many. In 
the year 1884 a creamery was located in a 
certain town not especially noted for good 
butter. It began with 17 patrons owning 100 
cows, and the daily product was 79 Ib. In 
1893 it had 116 patrons holding 1,000 cows, 
and its annual product per cow was 289 ID of 
butter. The product has sold at the highest 
market price and the cow owners have re- 
ceived a greater net income per cow than 
ever experienced before. Nothing would in- 
duce these patrons to return to farm dairying. 
They received from the factory during nine 
years $458,000 in monthly cash installments. 
The market-for their butter is at their doors, 
and they can pay cash for all their supplies. 
Farms and farm buildings have been im- 
proved. Dairy stocks have been doubled and 
trebled. The community has taken on a new 
inspiration. A large grange has been formed 
and has become a power of good. It is alive 
to the most progressive measures for intel- 
lectual and moral culture, and through it 
many business matters have been most 
economically transacted upon the co-operative 
plan. 

The creamery* or butter factory is an in- 


*It must be understood that the word 
“creamery’’ Is properly applied only to an in- 
dustrial establishment at which the milk or 
cream is received from a number of producing 
farms and = 3 of (ordinarily) by making 
into butter. t is a frequent error to desig- 
nate as a “creamery” a milk setting or cream- 
ery apparatus for use in a private dairy. Such 
ought to be called a ‘‘creamer,’’ but the but- 
ter from it is not entitled to be called ‘‘cream- 
ery butter.”’ 








stitution of American origin. The butter fac- 
tory follows the cheese factory, and was a 
natural development. Cheese factories hav- 
ing been in operation in the State of New 
York and elsewhere for several years, the first 
creameries were established as follows: In 
New York, 1864; in Illinois, 1867; in lowa, 
1871, and in Massachusetts, 1880. During the 
last fifteen years the growth of this form of 
dairy industry has been very rapid, as shown 
by the number of factories reported by sev- 
eral States in the years named, as follows: 
Iowa—1874, 45; 1880, 244; 1888, 468; 1895, 
855. LIllinois—1874, 45; 1880, 285; 1890, 396; 
1894, 530. New York—1865, 484; 1874, 1,018; 
1880, 1,652; 1894, 1,624. Vermont—1874, 32; 
1880, 85; 1890, 124; 1895, 250. 

Cheese factories are included in these. re- 
turns, but they are not numerous in any of 
the States named excepting New York. In 
Iowa, for example, of ‘the 855 establishments 
last reporting, 64 were cheese factories, and in 
17 both butter and cheese were made. Iowa 


| is now the leading State of the Union in num- 


ber of creameries, in the quantity of cream- 
ery butter annually made, and also in total 
butter produced. Yet, notwithstanding the 
large number of creameries in operation, the 
proportion of all the butter produced which is 
made in factories is still comparatively small. 
Iowa makes a little more than one-tenth of all 
the yearly butter product of the country, and 
yet less than half of this comes from her 
creameries. In Illinois, which produces 7 per 
cent. of the butter crop of the United States, 
about one-third is factory made. New York 
produces over 9 per cent. of the butter of the 
country, but of this only one-eighth is from 
creameries. 

Taking the country as a whole, no butter 
factories and no factory butter were reported 
by the census of 1870. In 1880 the creamery 
butter reported was only 3% per cent. of the 
total, but in 1890 the proportion of butter 
made in creameries had increased to over 15 
per cent. It is estimated that the butter pro- 
duced in the United States during the year 
1896 will amount to 1,400,000,000 Ib, of 
which something more than one-fifth, or about 
300,000,000 Ib, will be made in the factories 
or creameries, of which there are now nearly 
10,000 in operation. 

Creameries differ in their form of organiza- 
tion and system of management, and also in 
the way in which their operations are con- 
ducted. In the first respect, they may be di- 
vided into three classes, (1) purely co-opera- 
tive, (2) joint stock companies, and (3) pro- 
prietary concerns. In the first form the own- 
ers of the cows which contribute the raw ma- 
terial also own the factory. These “patrons” 
share in the expense of starting the concern, 
according to the number of cows they respec- 
tively keep, or upon other agreed basis, and 
the management is vested in a committee or 
board chosen from their own number. The 
cost of running the factory and the proceeds 
of sales are divided pro rata according to the 
milk, cream or butter fat contributed by the 
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Brokers, Commission Merchants and Bankers.

Quotatiogs cheerfully fur- 
nished by mail or wwe. 
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patrons. In many respects this is the most 
desirable plan of creamery organization. The 
success of the enterprise depends upon the 
farmers themselves; the profits all go to the 
cow owners, and if it fails they have none but 
themselves to blame. Sut such co-operation 
can not be successful unless it is thoroughly 
harmonious; the patrons must find good men 
among their own number to manage the busi- 
ness, or else employ a capable manager, and 
must then unitedly sustain the management 
and strictly conform to all needed regulations. 

A joint stock company may be formed to 
establish, build, equip, and carry on a cream- 
ery the same as any other business; the stock- 
holders may be residents of the neighborhood 
or entire strangers, and may or may not in- 
clude the cow owners who are to be the pat- 
rons. The raw material is bought of the pro- 
ducers under some form of monthly or yearly 
contract and the profits or losses apportioned 
among the stockholders. Or the factory may 
make butter and dispose of it for its patrons 
for a fixed price per pound. Such a concern 
is likely to be most prosperous if the stock is 
mainly held by farmers who are also patrons, 
and if some of the experienced and enterpris- 
ing business men of the community also have 
an interest. 

The proprietary or “independent” creamery 
resembles other industrial enterprises. An 
individual or a firm furnishes the capital, con- 
ducts the business and takes all risks, and 
the relations of the proprietors and the farm- 
ers or patrons are simply those of buyer and 
seller. Those producing milk or cream dispose 
of it to the factory or not, at pleasure, and 
under such terms as may be mutually agreed 
upon. In some instances the factory does the 
work at so much per pound. In communities 
where the farmers are not disposed to pull 
together very well (and such are to be found 
occasionally), or where the right sort of man- 
agers are lacking this proprietary form of 
creamery organization is found the most de- 
sirable. 

A plan which has proved successful in many 
places, unites features of the joint stock and 
co-operative systems. The creamery 
established, owned and 


being 
started by a joint 
stock company, which includes some of the 
principal patrons, it is then managed upon the 
co-operative plan, a reasonable dividend being 
paid on the capital stock as a part of thdéWwur- 
rent expenses, or the factory receives a stipu- 
lated price per pound for making and selling 
the butter, which is deducted from the gross 
receipts, and this covers all operating ex- 
penses and interest on the plant. In such 
cases provision should be made for a slowly 
accumulating contingent fund to maintain the 
plant and meet unexpected needs or losses. 

The three classes into which creameries 
may be divided according to methods of op- 
eration are (1) separate creameries, (2) gath- 
ered cream factories, and (3) whole milk 
creameries.

W. C., OHIO.—Compound lard to cost 4%4c. 
per ID is made from the following stock in the 
proportions named: 80 per cent. cottonseed 
oil at 3c. per Ib, $2.40; 20 per cent. stearine | 
at Sc. per ID, $1.50; tierce and labor, 50c. 

R. 8. V. P.. SOUTH OMAHA.—Blood can 
be kept fluid and bright for blood sausage by 
putting a little salt in the vessel and by stir- 
ring well 10 to 20 minutes while warm. 

SUBSCRIBER.—Beef bungs are the larg- 
est intestines from the stomach to the smaller 
intestines of the cattle. They are used for 
headcheese, blood sausages, bologna sausages 
and ham sausages. They will stuff to each 
pound of casings about 50 ID of meat. (2) 
Beef rounds are the smaller intestines of 
beef and stuff about 20 ID of meat. 

READER, FRANKFORT.—An excellent 
lubricant is glycerine; it is free from odor, not 
poisonous, does not clog, its taste is agreeably 
swettish, never dries, is easily removed by 
washing with water, and is therefore generai- 
ly adapted with such machinery where the 
parts come in contact with the meat. You 
should get the glycerine from a reputable 
manufacturer, and not from a drug store, for 
the latter is likely to give you 75 per cent. of 
water into the bargain. 

H. J. K.. BUF FALO.—It has been variously 
recommended to use the spent pickle in the 
making of brine, but it is far safer not to use 
it, as this liquid is very apt to cause souring. 
The blood oozing out from the salting sides, 
backs, etc., may, however, advantageously be 
used in connection with brine. 

COUNTRY BUTCHER.—One bullock 
yields about 14 Ib dried blood and tankage. 

8. J. H., LOUISVILLE.—The refuse from 
the oleo oil tank is frequently ground into 
chicken feed,

‘MEAT TRADE NOTES FROM AUS- 


TRALIA. 


(From Our North Queensland Correspondent.) 

The estimate of 120,000 fat cattle cast for 
1897 will just about be made up by the end 
of the year. Fully half of this number have 
gone into extract and tallow, and the re- 
mainder have been tinned and frozen. 

The North Queensland Meat Export Co. 
is in treaty for the purchase of Normanton 
Works in the gulf, and we may expect active 
stock operations next year. 

Rains have fallen in many districts which 
were dry, and matters are looking up for 
grass and water. There have been no stock 


| losses by drought, but want of condition have 


kept the trade slow. 

Berg] & Co. have purchased Bowen Works 
right out, price £38,000 ($190,000), and if a 
railway connection is made between Bowen 
and the Northern Railway (some 50 miles 
over level country), they will be in a fair way. 
They stand well with producers, and consid- 
ering that they came into our country as 
strangers, have done well to maintain their 
position. 

It is hard to say what action will be taken 
by the Queensland Meat Export Agency Co. 
The scarcity of men who understand the meat 
trade operations is one of the drawbacks of 
this country. 

Cattle prices keep low; say 800-ID bullocks 
(dressed weight), are worth £2 15s. to £3. 
Sheep are about 3s. 6d. for good wethers off 
shears, varying a peuny or two with the sea- 
son. Lighter cattle go at all sorts of prices 
down to 20s. for decent preservers. Some of 


the companies have great snaps put into their 
way, and the regret is that some of your 


smaller men cannot see their way to look into 
the trade here. 

Let me correct a typographical error you 
made in your last report. I wrote 2s. 6d. as 
being the price some growers got for thou- 
sands of the most prime cattle during the past 
years. You made it £2 6s. It should have 
been 2s. 6d., and in some other cases the 
growers actually paid at the rate of 14s. per 
head, money out, besides losing the cattle, to 
clear the expenses on the meat.

This comparison shows a decline of nearly 
4c, per pound in the average price of lard, 
while other articles were higher, compared 
with the preceding year. The general aver- 
age result implies about 12c. higher for prod- 
uct from 100 ID of hogs the past year, com- 
pared with the preceding year, without refer- 
ence to what variation there may have been 
in the value of offal, or of fresh product dis- 
posed of. 


CHRISTMAS CATTLE. 

The Messrs. Clay, Robinson & Co., of Chi- 
cago, say: One prominent feature has char- 
acterized the Christmas cattle trade at Chi- 
cago this season—the almost universal de- 
mand for steers averaging not higher than 
1,450 ID. Practically the only demand for 
heavier beeves has come from exporters, but 
this has been nominal, as a few butiches for 
the London market were of this class that 
were sent abroad. The so-called Christmas 
cattle market is more largely a matter for 
home buyers, more particularly those who 
purchase for New York and other Eastern 
points, The highest figure thus far has been 
$5.65, but an equivalently higher price was 
that which we obtained Tuesday last for the 
Gardner yearling Angus heifers, $5.40. The 
demand for light-weight Christmas cattle was 
never so strong as this year nor the supply 
so large.

HOGS.—tThe recent advance of 15@20c. in 
the hog market and the improvement in the 
country roads caused an increase in the re- 
ceipts at nearly all markets this week. The 
advance in the provision market, together 
with the change of sentiment among some 
of the packers, caused an active market at 
strongest prices of the season. The quality of 
the hogs continues good, but the average 
weight is lighter than for some time. Heavy 
hogs are not so plentiful, while light-weight 
hogs are coming forward more freely than 
usual at this season of the year. The de- 
mand is best for good, smooth hogs weighing 
from 180 to 320 ID.; light-weight hogs and 
common heavy hogs are still selling at a dis- 
count. The provision market reacted some- 
what later, and there was a reaction of 5@ 
10c. from outside prices. We look for liberal 
receipts next week, but have confidence in 
the average prices being maintained. We 
still have confidence also in the future mar- 
ket for both hogs and provisions, and while it 
is impossible to tell when an advance will 
take place, we still advise our readers to work 
carefully, buy hogs freely on all declines and 
ship them regularly. We would not advise 
any one to discount the future for a while at 
least, as the packers will await January de- 
velopments before advancing the market 
much further. The bulk of the hogs sold at 
$3.40 to $3.50 during the week. 

CATTLE.—The receipts of cattle so far 
this week have been comparatively moderate 
and the quality only fair. Choice, well ma- 
tured cattle of all weights are in good de- 
mand and prices have advanced fully 10c., 
compared with the close of last week on those 
grades, while the market continues dull for 
other cattle and the range of prices compara- 
tively wide. We still advise our readers to 
work carefully and not be deceived in quality 
or condition of fat cattle. Market for butcher 
stock continues strong. Veal calves are 
strong, and good veals were somewhat higher. 
Stockers and feeders steady. We look for lib- 
eral receipts the balance of this week, and do

Skaneateles; Executive Committee, George 
S. Hickox, Canandaigua; H. C. Smith, Onon- 
daga; R. William Lee, South Bloomfield;

* The lowa Packing Co.’s plant at Clinton, 
Ia., has been sold to Artemus Lamb, one of 
the stockholders, for $663,000. 

* H. P. Child was recently appointed gen- 
eral superintendent of the Kansas City Stock 
Yards Co. He has now the combined duties 
of general superintendent and assistant gen- 
eral manager. Eugene Rust also received a 
new appointment—that of traffic manager of 
the company. Both Mr. Child and Mr. Rust 
have been connected with the Stock Yards 
Co. since it was founded in 1871. 

* A change in the management of the St. 
Paul branch of the Cudahy Packing Co. has 
taken place. Robert Williams, the former 
manager, goes to Chicago to engage in other 
business, and F. A. Hallett, formerly with 
the Shufeldt Co., takes his place. 

* State Salt Inspector J. B. Caswell, re- 
ports that the salt producing territory of Mich- 
igan is divided into eight districts, the output 
from which for this year was 3,704,860 bar- 
rels, To give an idea of the size and compar- 
ative importance of this industry, we quote 
briefly as follows: Number of barrels of salt 
inspected from Dec. 1, 1896, to Dec. 1, 1897, 
3,622,764; number of barrels in bins Dec. 1, 
1897, 821,048; total, 4.443.812. Deduct salt 
in bins Dec. 1, 1896, 738,952; amount of salt 
manufactured during fiscal year 1897, 3,704,- 
860 barrels. In 1896 there were 286,522 more 
barrels of salt inspected than in 1895, and 
368,618 more barrels of salt made in 1896 
than in 1895. The total amount of salt man- 


ufactured in the State prior to the inspection 
law of 1869 was 3,283,087 barrels. The 


amount inspected since 1869 is 77,757,178 
barrels. The expense of the salt inspection 
bureau were $9,603.52. The receipts were 





$11,418.55, leaving a balance of $1,815.03 on 
hand. 

* ~« ig reported that the two large packing 
houses at Dubuque, Ia., now lying idle for 
want of capital to operate them, may be re- 
opened. It is said that efforts are being 
made to organize a company that will have 
as its object the purchase of the plant for- 
merly operated by the late William Ryan, 
and the packing house owned by S. Douglass 
Ryan. The death of William Ryan marked 
the cessation of active operations in the plant 
which he owned and controlled. The plant 
owned by S. Douglass Ryan was destroyed 
by fire a year ago and rebuilt. Since that 
time it has not been in operation. The rea- 
son assigned is that enough capital cannot be 
raised to operate the plant. Mr. George C. 
Power, Industrial Commissioner of the Illi- 
nois Central Rauroad, recently visited Du- 
buque, calling on M. M. Walker, B. J. 
O'Neill, and others interested in the Ryan 
packing houses, and, it is reported, that he 
had a proposition to offer relative to the re- 
sumption of operations in this establish- 
hments. The Central is interested in devel- 
oping the pork packing industries at Du- 
buque, as it has a line from Dubuque to the 
seaport which would carry most of the prod- 
uce, and also has the line which would cono- 
tribute most of the hogs. 

* The Armour Packing Co. has received 
an inquiry for terms on 75,000 ID of canned 
bee: from the War Department of the Eng- 
lish Government. The meat is desired for 
use of the army in India. 

* Denver citizens are talking of the estab- 
lishment of more packinghouses in that city. 

* A stockyard company is said to be form- 
ing, which will eventually give Cleveland, O., 
a stockyard of triple the size and twice the 
capacity of the present establishment on the 
West Side, making that city one of the big- 
gest centers for handling live stock in the 
country, the contemplated company being 
capitalized at $2,000,000. Officers of the 
Cleveland Union Stock Yards are said to be 
interested in the new concern. Arrangements 





| 





are already being made for a pork packing 
house and beef house in connection. Stock- 
men of Cincinnati, St. Louis, Chicago, Oma- 
ha and other places are said to be interested, 
and the new company will secure a large 
tract of land somewhere outside of the city 
limits. 

* There has been planned for Swift and 
Company a wholesale market at South Chi- 
cago. It will be 78 by 104 feet, at 9139 to 
9143 Erie avenue. Cost, $18,000. 

* Plans have been completed for the Pearl 
Street Market House, Cincinnati, O. The di- 
mensions of the new market house exceed 
any of the others. It will be 402 feet 4 
inches long, 41 feet wide and 29 feet from 
floor to roof. There will be accommodations 
for 56 butcher and 8 fish stalls. Each stall 
will have a space of 14 feet from wall to 
passage way, and 11 feet 6 inches from end 
to end of counter. Every stall will be fitted 
up with improved refrigerators. The center 
passage way is 10 feet wide. 

* Kingan & Co. are considering the matter 
of operating a slaughtering plant in Cincin- 
nati. Some of the packers say that the local 
market does not supply hogs enough for a 
large plant, but the Stockyards’ people are

CATTLE.—The cattle market opened at the 
beginning of the week with a great deal bet- 
ter feeling than that of the previous week, 
and fat cattle showed a material advance of 
from 15@25c. per 100 Ib, an exporter pur- 
chasing some 1,280-Tb average Shorthorns 
at $5.25 per 100 Ib, the highest price paid for 
the week, and on Wednesday was marketed a 
load of cattle the heaviest average ever sold 
on this market. The load contained twelve 
head of high grade Shorthorns, eight of them 
four years past, and the balance three years; 
the twelve cattle so filled a 34-foot car so that 
it was pretty hard to unload them. The 
twelve head weighed 24,600 ID, on an average 
of 2,050 Ib to the steer. They were pur- 
chased by 8S. & 8S. at $5 per 100 ID; the aver- 
age per head paid $102.50, netting the ship- 
per pretty nearly $100 per head on the home 
ranch. Toward the middle of the week a less 
buoyant spirit was displayed by the pur- 
chasers, and the highest price paid for 21 
head of Shorthorns of 1,542-ID average, $5.10. 
On Thursday, some 1,338-ID average went as 
low as $4.90, and the highest price on Friday, 
practically the last day of the week, $4.95. 
There were too many rough and unfinished 
cattle offered, and these to be sure suffered 
in prices. Two Christmas heifers were sold 
at $5.25; they were fancy heifers. The na- 
tive cows in no large supply as usual; some 
of 750-ID average sold as high as $4.10. Some 
of 1,350-ID average at $3.60, A fancy bunch 
of heifers of 780-ID average sold at $4.30; 


some 1,160-ID average sold at $4. Native 
bulls, 1,390-T) average, sold at $3.50. Native 
stags of 1,230-Ib average, sold at $4.10. 


Rangers did not respond to the advance made 
on the fat cattle, but neither did they suffer 
the same in the former week, so that they 
may well be called fairly steady. Some 1,227-ID 
average Texas steers sold at $4.15. Some 
1,009-1D average sold at $3.90. Texas cows 
of S75-ID average sold at $3.05; some 867-ID 
average at $3. Some Texas bulls of 1,240-ID 
average sold at $2.80. Some Texas heifers 
of 618-ID average at $3.15. There is quite a 
movement of cattle in Texas already. Some of 
the Kansas feeders have put in an appear- 
ance, paying good prices for the stocks pur- 
chased. One bunch of 5,000 cows changed 
hands at $20 per head, which was indeed a 
pretty good price. Leports from Colorado are 
not flattering, and it is expected that less fed 
eattle will come from that section than for 
several years past; in fact, they say not more 
than one-third of the usual quantity. West- 


ern steers of 1,440-ID average sold at $4.50. 
Western cows of 889-ID average sold at $3.30, 
Colorados of 1,583-Ib average sold at $4.60. 
Some 1,142-Ib average Colorados, $4. Some 
892-Ib average Colorado cows, $3.15. 


Some 
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Oregon steers of 1,400-Ib average sold at $4. 
Some Arizona steers of 855-Ib average sold 
at $3.65. Some Old Mexico steers of 728-Ib 
average, $2.85. Some Old Mexico cows of 727- 
ID average, $2.65. Any cattle of the canning or- 
der met with ready sale and the supply not 
equal to the demand. Canning Texas steers 
sold from $3@$3.15 per 100 ID. Canning 
cows ran from $2.55@$2.65 and $2.75 per 100 
Ib. The feeding trade was fairly active and 
the demand for native stock could not be sup- 
plied. Prices of the Western cattle kept 
good pace and they were wanted at $4.10@ 
$4.15 per 100 Ib. Taking the cattle market as 
a whole, it was a good deal more satisfactory 
than for the previous week. Exporters ship- 
ped 116 cars last week, against 65 cars cor- 
responding week one year ago. Feeders 
shipped to the country 350 cars, against 478 
cars last week, and 617 cars for correspond- 
ing week one year ago. Outside shippers 
headed by Schwarzschild who had a banner 
week, 1,274 head to New York, Swift 388 to 
Boston, Krauss 185, Hall 151, and Cudahy 
only 56. 

HOGS were in good demand: during the 
week as packers were very liberal buyers. On 
Monday a would-be purchaser offered $3.3714 
for a lot of fancy hogs. The owner, however, 
refused this offer, but later in the day was 
glad to sell them at $3.35. On ‘l'uesday tops 
crept up to $3.37%; on Wednesday a still 
higher level of $3.40, and then the local pack- 
ers commenced kicking at paying such a price, 
for, while they were paying $3.40 in Kansas 
City, the same grade of top hogs were sold 
at $3.42% in Chicago; but then, the packers 
were too hungry for hogs to quit purchasing, 
and on Friday the tops reached $3.45 and the 
week closed at that figure. The bulk of hogs 
Monday opened at $3.35@$3.32%; on Tues- 
day $3.27@$3.35; on Wednesday $3.25@ 
$3.32; on Thursday $3.30@$3.37%; on Fri- 
day $3.30@$3.3714, and to leave a good taste 
in the mouth of the farmer, the packers paid 
$3.3214@$3.42% on Saturday. Old Mexico 
helped out the heavy hog market, taking some 
700 head to the South. The packers com- 
plained of the quality of the hogs for the 
past week; they actually paid a higher price 
this week for the poor run of hogs than they 
did for the good run of hogs for the week be- 
fore. But then, when a man is hungry he 
is not over particular what he devours, as 
when the supply is limited he is afraid he 
will not get his share of it. Pigs ranged all 
the way from $3@$3.20, being up and down, 
having slow demand during the week. The 
uverage run of hogs for the first two weeks 
of December is still low. The first week went 
220, against the same week of 1896 of 239, 
and the same week of 1895 of 240; the second 
week going also 220, against same week of 

1896, 228; same week of 1895, 238, so that 
Kansas City still has the lightest average 
hogs of any of the market. There seems 
to be no let up to the supply and there are 
no complaints in the country of any shortage, 
so that the supply of hogs may still be ex- 


pected to be fairly liberal. Shipment, 10 
cars to city of Mexico and 39 cars light hogs 
to Omaha. 

SHEEP.—In the commencement of the 
week the packers were afraid that they would 
not get any fancy lambs for Christmas, but 
there were some Shropshire lambs came to 
the market of 98-ID avera and they sold 
at $6. A bunch of 249 Colorado alfalfa fed 
lambs of 84-ID average, sold at $5.65. A 
bunch of 58 native wethers of 130-Ib average 
sold at $5, which was a good price. The ex- 
erimental station of Oklahoma purchased a 
ot of Idaho lambs at $5; and a bunch of 
900 Idaho stock lambs sold at $4.60. 250 fed 
shearlings and yearlings from Texas, 76-ID 
average, sold at $4.57. 1,021 Utah shear-

OBITUARY.

The re- 
ceivers were appointed at the suit of the 
Farmers’ and Merchants’ National Bank, of 
Baltimore, which holds $27,000 of the bonds.
